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All plants listed are cutting grown out of 3” clay 
pots. Height may range from five to twelve inches 
depending on variety. Plants are well-rooted, many 
pot bound and most varieties have made one growth, 
which is hardened off. Hollies are ready and shipped 
about the first of May in specially made lightweight 
cartons which hold a minimum of 50 plants.
